brooks overflowed. Four homes 
in Adderbury were also hit. 

A flood warning was put on 
the Sor Brook at Bodicote and 
Adderbury and the Bloxham 
Brook at Bloxham. 

And five homes were flooded 
in Dog Close, Adderbury, on 
Monday, Oxfordshire County 
Council said. 

By 11 am water was flowing 
past the front of cottages in the 
village lane. 

Adderbury Parish Council 
chairman Diane Bratt said: "It is 
not as bad as some of the 
flooding we had in 2007 but it 
is very unfortunate for those 
houses and properties that have 
been flooded." 

At the time of going to press, 
a flood alert for the River 
Cherwell, from Charwelton to just 
above Upper Heyford, was still in 
force. 

Chiltern Railways said flooding 
in Harbury, Warwickshire, 
cancelled two London trains from 
Banbury and slowed services last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Services in both directions 
were delayed by up to 30 
minutes on Friday because of 
flooding from a blocked drain in 
Ardley Tunnel. 

The operator said there were 
"no significant issues over the 
weekend".

BANBURY'S new flood 
defences have passed the 
test after the town and 
surrounding villages were 
hit by heavy rainfall, a flood 
boss said. 

The £1 7m scheme had 
prevented homes and 
businesses being affected, the 
Environment Agency's David 
McKnight said. 

Flood water was stored in a 
specially-dug embankment off 
Junction 11 of the M40 while 
walls and embankments 
protected properties. 

Flood-risk specialist Mr 
McKnight said: "We are very 
happy that the defences are 
doing their job.

"Without it, there would be 
significant disruption and I'm 
sure flooding of properties and 
businesses." 

The storage area had up to a 
metre of water but is "nowhere 
near" full capacity, he said. 

The scheme protects 400 
homes and businesses at 
Tranmere and Wildmere 
industrial estates. 

Ben Sayer, spokesman for 
Wildmere motorsport Prodrive 
said: "I don't think the water is 
as high as it has been in the 
past but certainly the flood 
defences seem to be working 
well." 


Yet Cherwell District Council 
closed its car parks at Spiceball 
North, Spiceball Park Road and 
The Mill Arts Centre as the River 
Cherwell swelled. They 
reopened on Tuesday. 

The arts centre, which closed 
on Thursday after being hit by 
flood waters, was also due to 
reopen this week. 

Mr McKnight said the Mill 
was in a "very low spot" and 
was not brought into the flood 
defence scheme for technical 
reasons. 

He said Spiceball Leisure 
Centre was not included as its 
flood risk was reduced when it 
was rebuilt on higher ground. 

Last Thursday, eight homes in 
Bloxham flooded after two

Service held for 


tragic parents 


KAREN Hancox and her husband, 
Neil, were shattered when their 
first daughter, Kayleigh, was 
stillborn in 2007. 

On Sunday they joined other parents 
who had lost babies at a special service 
of remembrance. 

Mrs Hancox, 34, from Banbury, a 
part-time teacher at Bloxham Primary 
School, will always consider herself a 
mum-of-three. But tragically her first 
child, Kayleigh, never opened her eyes. 

Mrs Hancox said: "Kayleigh was born 
dead on November 4, 2007, while 
fireworks were exploding outside. 

"It had been a textbook pregnancy. 
We had a nursery waiting for us at 
home. 

"But we went home empty-handed 
and still do not know why Kayleigh 
died. Immense joy turned to our worst 
nightmare and overwhelming pain." 

Mrs Hancox, a mum to two 
subsequent children, Charleigh Grace, 
almost three, and Konnor, 16 months, 
added: "My husband, Neil, and I 
received a great deal of support from 
the charity Oxfordshire Sands (Stillbirth 
and Neonatal Death) after Kayleigh's 
death. 

"We went on to raise money for the 
charity in memory of Kayleigh in 2008, 
setting up The Angel Gifts Appeal,

which raised nearly £13,000 and led to 
us funding a baby memorial at the 
Snowdrop Garden at Hardwick Hill 
Crematorium. We also donated a foetal 
heart monitor to the Horton Hospital 
maternity unit." 

Mrs Hancox became a befriender for 
Oxfordshire Sands and is now co- 
chairman of the charity. 

Oxfordshire Sands provides a 
befriending service for parents who 
have lost babies and also provides 
Memory Boxes for parents when leaving 
the Horton and John Radcliffe hospitals. 
The charity is totally reliant on 
donations. 

Mrs Hancox said: "Each year Sands 


holds a baby remembrance service for 
bereaved parents, their families and 
friends. 

"This year it was held on Sunday at 
St Anthony of Padua Church, in Headley 
Way, Oxford. 

"It was an important way for parents, 
who have shared this terrible loss, to 
come together to celebrate and 
remember their precious babies with 
poems, personal experiences and 
music. 

"The service was a mixture of secular 
and religious content to make it as 
inclusive as possible. There was also an 
opportunity to light candles for all our 
babies."

Developers push for 43 
new homes in village 


TWO planning applications have been submitted for 43 new homes in 
King's Sutton. 

Barwood Homes wants to build 35 homes north of Hampton Drive, to 
include flood-alleviation works and 14 
affordable homes. 

Belgravia Land Ltd has applied to build 
eight homes at the back of Richmond Street. 

South Northamptonshire Council will 
make a final decision. 

In its application, Barwood said the 
council had "persistently" failed to meet 
housing targets. 

It said 3,036 homes had been built since 
April 2001 against a target of 3,630 set out in 
the East Midlands Regional Plan. 

It said: "This will make an important 
contribution towards satisfying the severe and 
immediate housing needs of the area." 

And Belgravia claimed its scheme "would 
boost the local economy by providing the 
opportunity for a new earning population to 
be brought into the area". 

King's Sutton Parish Council was not 
available for comment at the time of going to 
press. 

It comes after SNC gave approval in May 
of the final details of a plan for 40 homes in 
Banbury Lane 


New items 
added to 
recycling 
collections 


CARDBOARD food and drink cartons 
can now be included in household 
recycling collections in the Cherwell 
district. 

The items can be added to 
recycling boxes thanks to a new 
contract between Cherwell District 
Council and waste firm UPM. 

Its facilities can separate cardboard, 
plastic film and metal linings, which 
make up the containers. 

Council lead member for clean and 
green Nigel Morris said: "More and 
more items can now go into kerbside 
recycling. 

"We can take most types of plastic 
container, drinks cartons, and even 
batteries can now be left on top of the 
bin in a plastic bag for collection. 

"But there are a number of items 
we cannot collect from homes 
including polystyrene, textiles and 
glass. 

"Hopefully, in years to come, we 
will be able to include these items in 
our kerbside scheme but for the 
moment the technology does not 
allow this." 

The changes mean facilities for 
recycling the cartons will be removed 
at three recycling sites. 

These are at Bodicote House Car 
Park, Bodicote; Sainsbury's Car Park, 
Kidlington, and the Co-op, in Barberry 
Place, Bicester. 

Meanwhile, those living in South 
Northamptonshire Council's area will 
get weekly food-waste collections 
from next summer. 

It comes after the council was given 
£1.2m in Government cash as part of 
a nationwide drive to bring back 
weekly food collections. 

Portfolio holder for environmental 
services Dermot Bambridge said: 

"This is fantastic news. 

"It means we can go ahead with 
the planned enhancements to our 
collection services without putting an 
additional strain on our finances." 

But deputy Cherwell leader George 
Reynolds said his authority had no 
plans to collect green waste, residual 
and packaging bins and boxes weekly. 

He said: "We have 80 per cent 
satisfaction, I don't think it would 
help. 

"If people want to get rid of their 
food waste they can do it weekly but 
it just goes into the residual bin."

Conman who preyed 
on the vulnerable 


A ROGUE trader who was 
uncovered on a BBC 
programme has been jailed 
for a year after conning 
nearly £8,000 from five 
vulnerable victims. 

Jason Butcher claimed to be a 
qualified tree surgeon, 
overcharging five customers for 
gardening work, incomplete 
jobs or for work that did not 
need doing from August 2010 to 
March 2011.

The ages of those he conned 
ranged from 55 to 94 - 
including one woman who was 
suffering from Parkinson's 
Disease - and he was paid 
£7,915 in total. 

Butcher, who traded under 
Oakland Tree Care, Oakland 
Tree Services and Country Tree 
Services, appeared on BBC 


Rogue Traders on April 26, 

2011. The 29-year-old - who 
had no formal qualifications - 
was seen in two sting operations 
claiming a tree had honey 
fungus, when it did not, and 
quoting inflated prices to actors. 

Oxford Crown Court heard 
Butcher started his string of 
offences on August 13, 2010, 
when he knocked on the door 
of Kristeen Goodband, 73, of 
Banbury, and said her garden 
was overgrown. 

She paid him £2,275 
including £700 which she lent 
him after he said his strimmer 
was broken. A series of other 
offences followed in North 
Oxford, Carterton and 
Wallingford. 

Steven Molloy, defending, 
said: "Although they are 
vulnerable victims, he has not 
set out to target elderly or 
vulnerable people. 

"He does express contrition 
for what he has done." 

Butcher, of Newlands Farm 
Caravan Site,in Milton Road, 
Bloxham, admitted one charge 


of theft, five of fraud, six 
offences contrary to the 
proceeds of crime act and two 
contrary to unfair trading 
regulations. 

Judge Mary Jane Mowat said: 
"This was a series of frauds - 
nasty frauds, with vulnerable 
victims. It has an adverse effect 
not just on the victims but on 
the public in general whose 
confidence in bonafide 
tradesmen is undermined." 

Speaking after the sentencing, 
victim Mrs Goodband said: "I 
feel better he has been jailed 
but I would have preferred it to 
be longer sentence. He was 
horrendous." 

Richard Webb, the county's 
trading standards, said: "We 
hope that this sentencing will 
act as a deterrent to others."

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Hospitals braced for 


sickness bug 


BOSSES at Oxfordshire 
hospitals have drawn up an 
action plan to tackle a winter 
vomiting bug, following an 
outbreak around the UK. 

Hundreds of thousands of early 
cases of the highly contagious bug, 
norovirus, which causes severe 
vomiting and diarrhoea, have been 
identified across the country. 

The Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust said it hoped anyone with 
the symptoms would stay away from 
its wards. 

Spokesman Richard Maynard 
said: "The trust has robust plans in 
place to help contain the virus, 
when it does occur, and to make 
sure it has the smallest possible 
effect on our patients. 

"This includes limiting the 
movement of patients and staff 
within affected areas, and carrying 
out additional daily cleans in these 
wards and nearby areas. 

"Family and friends are advised 
not to visit patients if they feel 
unwell or have any symptoms of

nausea or diarrhoea. If wards are 
affected, it will be clearly signposted 
and communicated to relatives and 
visitors." 

Infection control bosses at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital said there 
were currently no official cases of 
norovirus in the hospital. However, 
the seasonal leap in cases nationally 
had begun earlier than usual. 

Detection rates had been well 
been above average for the last six 
weeks, according to the Health 
Protection Agency. 

The figures were higher than at 
any point in the last five years. 

In 2008, four wards at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, were 
closed after the decision was taken 
not to admit new patients to the four 
medical wards because a number of 
patients were suffering from 
norovirus. 

The airborne bug is untreatable 
and extremely contagious, but not 


usually harmful and is rarely fatal. 

Researchers know little of the 
links between temperatures and the 
virus, but the bad summer and early 
cold snap are thought to have 
contributed. 

NHS Oxfordshire said catching 
norovirus could not always be 
avoided, but good hygiene could 
help to limit the virus spreading. 

A spokesman said: "Wash your 
hands frequently and thoroughly 
with soap and water, particularly 
after using the toilet and before 
preparing food. Do not share towels 
and flannels. 

"Disinfect any surfaces or objects 
that could be contaminated with the 
virus. It is best to use a bleach- 
based household cleaner. Wash any 
clothing or bedding that could have 
become contaminated with the 


virus. 

"Wash the items separately and 
on a hot wash to ensure that the 
virus is killed." 

Anyone who has caught the bug 
is advised to avoid contact with 
others. 


Fire chiefs highlight chip pan clangers 


A CHIP pan blaze in Banbury prompted a warning from 
fire chiefs about leaving cookers unattended. 

Disaster was only averted by a female resident who 
placed a damp tea towel over the fire. 

However, large volumes of smoke quickly spread 
through the house. 


The incident occurred on Tuesday, November 20, 
while the woman was at home with her child. 

Although nobody was seriously hurt, the woman was 
given oxygen at the scene and then handed over to 
South Central Ambulance Service for further 
examination.

THIS is the moment a "callous 
and heartless" thief stole one of 
three dog-shaped charity boxes 
from two Oxfordshire rail 
stations. 

The CCTV image shows the 
man taking a three-foot high 
Guide Dogs collection box from 
the station's platform. 

The boxes, which raise funds 
to provide mobility for people 
who are blind and partially 
sighted, were taken between 
Friday, November 9, and 
Tuesday, November 13, from 
Banbury and Bicester stations. 

British Transport Police 
investigating officer Gary 
Archer, said that a box was also 
taken from Banbury station 
sometime between Friday, 
November 9, and Tuesday, 
November 13. 

Mr Archer added: "This is a 
sad case that has seen charity 


boxes taken from a public 
space. These callous thefts are 
simply unacceptable and when 
the victim is a charity, it makes 
the thefts particularly heinous." 

Graham Kensett, mobility 
team manager for Guide Dogs, 
said: "This was a particularly 
heartless crime as the money 
that was stolen was given to 
Guide Dogs by the public to 
help blind and partially sighted 
people. 

"We rely on donations to 
fund our work which transforms 
the lives of thousands of people 
who are living with sight loss." 

It is not known how much 
was in the charity boxes, but 
could have been up to £300 in 
each.

Anger at changes to rail timetable 


CHILTERN Railways has stood by a 
"difficult" decision to cut back non¬ 
stop rush hour trains between 
Banbury and London Marylebone. 

It said the weekday change was 
needed to take demand from major 
new housing development in 
Bicester. 

At the moment, the 7.11am 
service gets in at 8.06am and the 
7.17am leaves for a 8.24am arrival. 
Both are non-stop. 

But changes from December 9 
will instead see a 6.58am service 
which gets in at 8am and a 7.24am 
service for 8.28am. Both will stop 
at Bicester North. 

Fisher Close, Banbury resident 
Nick Moore said: "In order to arrive 
in London just two minutes earlier 


than I currently do, I will have to 
leave home 15 minutes earlier to 
catch the 06.58 - that will take one 
hour and two minutes." 

This will be "even worse" at 
night as the 5.07pm train, which 
gets in at 6.04pm, will be replaced 
by a 5.18pm that arrives at 6.20pm, 
he said. 

"I will honestly have to spend 30 
minutes longer each day out of the 
house - over two hours per week." 

He said: "It is a complete 
betrayal of a town that is going 
places and is becoming increasingly 
popular to commuters." 

Chiltern customer service 
director Jennifer Payne said the 
station "has always been a key 
station at the heart of the Chiltern 


network". 

She said: "In the new timetable 
the town continues to benefit from 
non-stop trains throughout the day, 
albeit, they will be at different 
times to those at present as we 
have restructured the entire 
timetable." 

She said of morning changes: 
"This difficult decision was taken in 
view of the extensive housebuilding 
programme that is going on in the 
Bicester area." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry, who 
is taking up the issue with the 
operator, said: "I don't think it is 
acceptable that the excuse for any 
deterioration of service at Banbury 
is that this is in some way to 
improve services for Bicester." 
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Alert over danger of borrowing fire alarm batteries 


PARENTS who pluck the batteries from 
smoke alarms to power remote controls are 
endangering their children's lives, 
according to a county fire chief. 

Oxfordshire's chief fire officer, Dave 
Etheridge, emphasised the need for all 
homes to have a working smoke alarm 
during a discussion about the fire service's 
five-year "risk management plan". 

His comments came after councillors 
were given a report which showed that 
only four in ten of the 346 homes visited by 
firefighters in 2011/12, had a working 


smoke alarm. Liberal Democrat councillor 
John Goddard said: "These figures are not 
due to anything we've done wrong. 

"They are due to irresponsibility and 
ignorance on the part of the public. 

"I think it needs to be hammered hard 
into them that they need a working smoke 
alarm." 

Mr Etheridge said the service did what it 
could, offering free home visits to test fire 
safety, and free smoke alarms with batteries 
that could not be used in other devices. But 
he said homeowners also needed to take 


action to protect themselves and their 
families. 

He said: "The key thing is personal 
responsibility. 

"We can only do so much. 

"I think people need to make a decision 
as to whether turning over the channel on 
their TV is more important than keeping 
their kids safe at night." 

The "risk management plan" identifies 
potential fire-related risks which the service 
could face over the next five years, and 
ways to mitigate against them. 


■ Illegal alcohol and tobacco seized in operation 

Crackdown by 
customs team

ILLEGAL alcohol and 
tobacco have been seized in 
a crackdown on fraud in 
Oxfordshire. 

The smuggled or counterfeit 
goods were found during a 
series of raids by officers from 
HM Revenue & Customs and 
trading standards in Banbury. 

A recent two-day operation 
saw 42,853 cigarettes, 22.15kg 
of tobacco and 20 bottles of

spirits seized. 

In total they are worth an 
estimated £14,793 in evaded 
duty and VAT and were 
removed from 12 business and 
residential premises. 

Customs spokesman Bob 
Gaiger said: "Alcohol and 
tobacco fraud harms honest 
businesses, costs jobs, and takes 


money away from public 
services. Increasingly, this 
activity is run by highly- 
organised criminal gangs." 

Richard Webb, who is the 
head of Oxfordshire County 
Council's trading standards 
service, said: "We are 
concerned about the levels of 
counterfeit alcohol found in the 
county and are tackling the 
problem by investigating 
complaints, being proactive in 


advising businesses on steps to 
take to avoid buying counterfeit 
products and removing suspect 
products from sale, and advising 
consumers on what to look out 
for." 

No arrests have been made, 
but investigations are ongoing. 

Officials warned a number of 
shops might now lose their 
alcohol licences as a result of 
the raids, but they refused to say 
which ones.

"The script is 
great, which 
helps because 
panto also has a 
message. While 
everybody is there 
for a good time, there 
is the Cinderella and 
Prince Charming story to tell 
as well." 

But aren't children a notoriously 
difficult audience to work with? 

"You don't want them to lose 
concentration, so you have to 
engage them," she says simply, 

"and then the kids always enjoy it 
and get stuck in." 

But does 80 performances and 
only Christmas Day off, mean Amy 
has more in common with Cinders 
than she thought? 

"As an actress you'd always 
rather be working than not. There 
are enough actors 'resting' out there 
already. 


"I just want people to be 
entertained and enjoy themselves." 

Lizzie Franks isn't remotely fazed 
by her star role in Cinderella at 
Chippy, seeing it more as a dream 
come true than anything to be 
worried about. 

"Chipping Norton is part of a 
great tradition of pantomime, 
renowned for its top quality 
production." 

And having played 
a big black cat in 
Dick Whittington 
last year, she is 



well versed in 
panto. "Yes, I 
had to wear a 
big fluffy 
onesie last 
year, so having 
three girlie 
dresses and 
costume changes 
is really great 
fun," she admits. 

"I was such a girly 
girl that my parents still 
buy me everything in pink. "I 
remember the Disney Cinderella 
and have the same three dresses to 
wear - rags, ball and wedding." 

But Lizzie is concentrating on the 
storyline more than anything else. 

She said: "Cinderella really does 
feel this is her first encounter with 
love and it's a big emotional time 
which really, really overwhelms her. 
I try to concentrate on the story, 
even though I play the saxophone 
and dance and sing as well. I just 
try to find the truth in it because I 
think that's a really important part 
of it. 


"I've done a lot of children's 
theatre in the past and one of the 
most exciting things for me is the 
world we are creating, because 
children so believe the fantasy is 
real. 

"When you look out at the 
audience and they are all wide- 
eyed and silent, you know it's 
because they really believe it. 

"Even when I was a giant cat in 
Dick Whittington , they thought I 
was real," she laughs. 

And with a panto and two 
Christmas shows under the 25-year- 
old's belt, Lizzie knows what's she's 
in for. 

"It's a mental as much as a 
physical challenge," she tells me, 
"so if you are living in that world 
for eight weeks you just have to 
find a way to distance yourself from 
it and just top up your energy when 
you need to. 

So how does she keep going? 
"Lots of fish and chips," Lizzie 
giggles. 

"To start with I'm really good and 
eat well and try to stay healthy, but 
after a while you just need carbs 
and chocolate." 

And is she worried about 
homesickness? 

"I'm a country bumpkin at heart, 
even though I live in London now. I 
think I'll feel right at home here in 
Chippy," she said. 

Another happy ending then.

M any of the 

benevolent icons of 
childhood innocence 
are the universally-adored 
faces of capitalism and greed. 

Father Christmas rewards 
well-behaved children with 
expensive gifts, the Tooth 
Fairy marks the loss of an 
incisor with money under the 
pillow and the Easter Bunny 
reduces an important 
Christian festival to a carnival 
of cocoa-smothered excess. 

So it seems fitting that the 
computer-animated fantasy 
Rise Of The Guardians 
should imagine a world in
